Legislature okays 
double mill levy 


Final nod rests with Regents, voters; 
increase to be used only in emergency 


Nebraska’s state legislature 
passed a bill Thursday author- 
izing the doubling of the pres- 
ent one mill tax levy. for the 
University of Omaha, The 
bill, L. B. 78, will go into ef- 
fect only upon the approval of 
the university’s Board of Re- 
gents and the Omaha voters. 

However, the University of O- 
maha has “no immediate plans to 
ask for a public vote to authorize 
doubling its tax levy,” according 
to Charles Hoff, vice-president in 


charge of business management for ' 


the university. 


Emergency mill 
Permission to raise the maxi- 


-mum tax levy from one to two mills 


was asked for only in case of an 
emergency. Hoff says the need for 
the passage of the bill, depends on 
whether the government asks O- 
maha University to provide war 
training facilities. 

If the enrollment drops to a 
point due to military demands at 
which the university would be in —————___________. 
the red, the additional funds pro- 
vided by the enactment of this’ 
bill would be necessary also, ac- 
eording to Hoff. 


Action needed 

Previously, President Milo Bail 
had pointed out that since the state 
legislature meets only once every 
two years, it was important that 
action be taken during this session 
as a “precaution.” 

State Senators from Omaha, 
Karl Vogel, George Syas, and Wil- 
liam Moulton were sponsors of the 
bill which was introduced to the 
state legislature on Jan. 9.

In 1946, the Nebraska College 
Conference was organized, and his 
gridders brought the first cham- 
pionship to the Tiger school. Be- 
cause of this feat, Dutcher was giv- 
en faculty tenure. 

Last year, Dutcher’s track squad 
galloped through the season un- 
defeated, and won the NCC title at 
Kearney.
